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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Berkshire  Education  Committee. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  School  Health 
Service  for  the  Year  1959. 

The  most  important  advance  during  the  year  was  concerned  with  the 
biggest  problem,  the  expansion  of  special  education  for  educationally  sub- 
normal children.  On  15th  April  Tesdale  School,  Abingdon,  was  opened  to 
cover  an  area  of  approximately  ten  miles  round  Abingdon,  which  included 
Didcot,  Wallingford,  Wantage,  and  Cumnor.  The  ultimate  capacity  of  the 
school  provided  for  100  children,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  73  were  in  atten 
dance.  The  effect  of  this  can  be  seen  in  the  body  of  the  Report.  115  of  these 
children  were  admitted  to  special  schools  as  compared  with  49  in  the  previous 
year.  Thomas  Tesdale  was  an  early  Governor  of  Christ's  Hospital,  Abingdon, 
which  formerly  owned  the  land  on  which  the  new  school  was  built.  The  problem 
remains  a big  one,  and  to  this  the  exceptionally  rapid  growth  of  population 
in  the  County  has  greatly  contributed.  There  are  still  215  children  awaiting 
admission  to  a special  school,  and  474  awaiting  admission  to  a special  class. 
The  provision  at  Newbury  of  the  special  day  school  for  about  100  pupils,  which 
has  already  been  approved,  will  of  course  go  further  in  closing  the  gap.  Special 
classes  are  also  being  steadily  developed,  and  it  is  now  the  clear  intention  of  the 
Education  Committee  to  give  these  handicapped  children  a generous  share  of 
the  capital  development  to  be  undertaken  in  the  years  immediately  ahead. 

The  setting  up  of  a separate  child  guidance  service  for  Berkshire,  (to 
succeed  the  pioneer  joint  scheme  with  Reading  that  had  already  been  in  ex- 
istence for  several  years)  was  accompanied  by  the  creation  of  a child  guidance 
section,  and  this  has  undoubtedly  given  a new  impetus  to  a service  in  regard  to 
which  Berkshire  has  been  well  in  the  van  of  development.  Berkshire  was  one 
of  a small  number  of  areas  that  were  selected  by  the  Underwood  Committee 
for  its  sample  surveys,  which  were  carried  out  in  order  to  get  some  idea  as  to  the 
difficult  question  of  the  incidence  of  maladjustment,  and  oral  evidence  on 
behalf  of  the  Education  Committee  was  presented  to  the  Underwood  Com- 
mittee. It  was  therefore  gratifying  that  the  pattern  of  child  guidance  services 
that  was  suggested  by  the  Underwood  Committee  was  very  largely  similar  to 
that  which  had  been  built  up  over  the  formative  years  in  Berkshire.  Two  main 
needs  were  recognised  by  the  child  guidance  section,  those  of  increased  work  in 
the  homes  of  the  children  concerned,  and  the  need  for  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  educational  psychologists,  so  that  the  latter  side  of  the  work  could  con- 
tribute a greater  share  to  the  earlier  recognition  of  maladjustment.  Accord- 
ingly, during  the  year  a third  psychiatric  social  worker  was  appointed  and  a 
third  educational  psychologist  was  approved.  The  Ministry  of  Education’s 
Circular  347  on  child  guidance  and  Circular  348  on  special  education  for 
maladjusted  pupils  were  received  during  the  year.  On  the  former,  it  could  be 
said  that  the  County  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most  advanced  in  its  provision 
under  this  head.  Circular  348  raised  the  question  of  day  school  provision  for 
maladjusted  pupils,  and  the  Education  Committee's  child  guidance  section 
gave  initial  consideration  in  November  to  the  idea  of  a day  special  school  in 
the  eastern  and  more  urbanised  part  of  the  County. 


A third  very  important  problem  to  which  special  consideration  was  given 
during  the  year  was  that  of  special  education  for  deaf  children,  with  special 
reference  to  the  growing  interest  in  greater  day  school  provision  for  these 
children.  The  Education  Committee’s  present  scheme  for  the  special  education 
of  deaf  children,  which  is  referred  to  briefly  in  the  body  of  the  report,  is  a com- 
prehensive one.  Visits  were  paid  by  both  members  and  staff  to  the  day  unit  at 
Reading,  and  discussions  took  place  with  Oxford  County  and  Oxford  City 
regarding  the  similar  unit  at  Oxford,  and  as  a result  special  arrangements  were 
made  for  Berkshire  children  to  attend  both  these  units.  Finally,  in  November 
an  important  meeting  took  place  with  representatives  from  Hampshire  and 
Surrey,  at  which  the  Ministry  was  also  represented,  in  order  to  review  the 
joint  scheme.  The  Ministry  expressed  satisfaction  with  the  scheme  as  it  now 
operates.  It  was  decided  that  the  recent  development  of  day  units  for  deaf 
children  was  something  that  must  be  regarded  at  this  stage  as,  in  large  part  at 
least,  experimental,  and  that  only  the  study  of  the  later  results  could  provide 
the  basis  for  a judgment  as  to  the  final  place  of  such  units  in  the  education  of 
deaf  children.  It  was  decided  to  continue  the  present  joint  scheme,  and  to 
review  it  again  in  1962. 

I should  like  once  again  to  thank  the  Committee  for  the  continuation  of 
their  support  and  of  their  lively  interest,  and  the  Director  of  Education  and  all 
categories  of  his  staff  for  their  ready  help  at  all  times.  Finally,  I should  like 
to  express  a special  debt  of  gratitude  to  my  own  staff  in  their  many  different 
spheres,  and  for  the  loyal  and  energetic  manner  in  which  they  have  conducted 
all  their  operations.

Medical  Inspection. 

Periodic  Medical  Inspection  is  carried  out  (a)  as  soon  as  possible  after 
first  admission  to  a maintained  school;  (b)  as  soon  as  possible  after  attaining 
the  age  of  eight  years;  (c)  in  the  last  year  at  a primary  school;  and  (d)  at 
secondary  schools,  as  soon  as  possible  after  attaining  the  age  of  fourteen  years 
and  annually  thereafter  unless  an  equivalent  inspection  is  provided  during  the 
pupil’s  last  year. 
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Special  Medical  Inspection  is  carried  out  in  respect  of:  (a)  children  referred 
on  account  of  suspected  defect  by  Head  Teachers,  parents,  Education  Welfare 
Officers,  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses,  etc.:  (b)  children  within  the  various 
groups  of  Handicapped  Pupils.  In  addition,  re-inspection  is  carried  out 
whenever  the  nature  of  the  case  makes  this  desirable.  Absentees  from  medical 
inspection  are  given  new  appointments  at  the  next  opportunity  at  the 
particular  school. 


Hygienic  Conditions  in  Schools. 

The  School  Medical  Officers  report  on  the  hygienic  conditions  in  each 
school  once  a year  at  the  time  of  medical  inspection.  Details  are  submitted 
to  the  Director  of  Education  for  action  when  necessary. 


Milk  in  Schools. 

Free  milk  is  supplied  to  all  children  in  attendance  at  school.  An  average 
of  39,435  children  were  supplied  daily  during  the  year. 

All  schools  receive  either  Tuberculin  Tested  or  Pasteurised  milk. 


School  Meals. 

The  number  of  meals  supplied  for  payment  averaged  28,392  a day  during 
the  year  (compared  with  26,198  last  year),  and  a further  748  were  supplied  free. 
The  figures  for  the  year  show  a proportionate  rise  that  was  considerably 
greater  than  that  for  total  school  population. 


Physical  Training  in  Schools. 

Special  attention  continued  to  be  given  by  the  medical  staff  to  children 
requiring  suspension  or  reduction  of  physical  activities  on  health  grounds,  and 
all  cases  were  periodically  reviewed. 


Employment  of  School  Children. 

Applications  were  received  in  respect  of  644  children  for  the  issue  of 
Employment  Certificates  during  the  year,  compared  with  519  in  the  previous 
year.  A medical  examination  was  made  in  each  case,  and  one  child  was  found 
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to  be  medically  unlit  for  employment.  The  numbers  of  children  employed

Special  attention  is  paid  at  last  medical  inspection  to  those  children  who 
should  not  be  engaged  on  leaving  school  in  certain  types  of  employment  or 
under  certain  working  conditions.  Where  necessary  the  prescribed  certificates 
are  issued  and  the  unsuitable  employments  or  working  conditions  are  specified; 
43  such  certificates  were  given  during  the  year. 
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FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

AND 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT. 


Physical  Condition, 

The  School  Medical  Officers  assess  the  physical  condition  and  nutritional 
state  of  all  children  examined  in  the  periodic  age  groups.  The  results  are 
shown  in  Table  lA  on  page  14.  There  is  again  no  significant  difference  between 
these  results  in  the  different  age  groups,  and  the  figures  remain  very 
satisfactory. 


Children  Requiring  Treatment. 

A total  of  1,926  individual  children  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  2,149 
defects  considered  to  require  treatment,  a percentage  of  13.2  of  all  children 
examined  at  periodic  medical  inspection.  The  corresponding  figure  for  the 
previous  year  was  12.5. 


Skin  Disease  and  Minor  Ailments. 

A total  of  1,409  attendances  were  made  at  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinics 
in  Maidenhead,  Windsor,  and  Didcot.  Other  children  obtained  treatment  from 
School  or  District  Nurses,  at  the  out-patient  departments  of  hospitals,  or  from 
general  medical  practitioners.  The  School  Nurses  treated  1,407  cases  of  minor 
ailments  during  the  year  compared  with  1,593  in  1958.

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  1959  to  provide  X-ray  treatment  for 
any  cases  of  ringworm. 
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Uncleanliness. 

A total  of  113,916  routine  examinations  were  made  in  the  schools  by  the 
School  Nurses  during  the  year.  Of  this  number,  472  children  were  found  to 
be  in  a verminous  condition;  of  these,  22  were  excluded  from  school  for  periods 
of  varying  length.  Re-examinations  were  made  in  6,599  instances,  and  168 
children  were  found  still  to  be  in  a verminous  condition;  of  these  6 were 
re-excluded.  In  this  work  special  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  treatment  of  the 
whole  family;  to  deal  with  the  individual  school  child  alone  is  largely  a waste 
of  time.  The  percentage  of  children  found  to  be  verminous  in  1959  was 
0.4  per  cent.,  compared  with  0.4  per  cent,  in  1958. 

The  School  Nurses  made  a total  of  5,708  home  visits  during  the  year,  in 
connection  with  both  verminous  conditions  and  minor  ailments  combined. 


Eyes  (Defective  Vision,  Squint,  and  External  Eye  Diseases). 

Children  found  at  periodic  medical  inspection  to  be  suffering  from  defective 
vision,  squint,  or  external  eye  disease  are  referred  to  ophthalmic  surgeons. 
Eye  clinics  were  held  on  240  occasions  at  13  centres. 

The  following  table  summarises  the  work  carried  out  at  eye  clinics  during 
the  year,  and  gives  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  year: —

Spectacles  can  now  be  obtained  through  private  opticians  under  the 
National  Health  Service,  and  it  is  no  longer  possible  to  give  the  number 
actually  supplied. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Boards  continued  to  provide  the  medical  staff  at  the 
special  eye  clinics  for  school  children,  and  the  education  authority  all  other 
provision.  These  arrangements  continue  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  school 
children,  who  are  able  to  receive  prompt  attention  without  having  to  travel 
the  long  distances  that  are  often  entailed  if  they  can  go  only  to  major  hospital 
centres. 

Cases  of  squint  are  treated  by  Orthoptists  at  special  clinics,  and  these 
are  held  at  five  centres,  as  follows: — 
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Eye  Hospital,  Oxford. 

Greenham  House,  Newbury. 

The  Hospital,  Maidenhead. 

Royal  Berkshire  Hospital,  Reading. 

King  Edward  VII  Hospital,  Windsor. 

Operative  treatment  for  squint  is  provided  at  hospitals  in  Oxford  or 
Reading.  During  1959,  216  cases  of  squint  were  referred  for  operation  or 
orthoptic  exercises. 

Two  new  cases  were  admitted  to  special  schools  for  the  blind  during  the 
year  and  there  were  2 discharges.  There  were  3 new  admissions  to  special 
schools  for  the  partially  sighted  and  4 cases  were  discharged. 


Ear  Disease. 

The  School  Nurses  visit  all  cases  of  ear  disease  when  it  is  known  that  no 
doctor  is  in  attendance,  and  parents  are  urged  to  seek  the  necessary  treatment. 
In  the  majority  of  instances  treatment  was  obtained,  either  from  general 
medical  practitioners  or  at  hospitals. 

In  all,  42  cases  of  otitis  media  requiring  treatment  were  found  during 
the  year. 

There  was  1 new  admission  to  a special  school  for  the  deaf  during  the 
year  and  6 cases  were  discharged.  Seven  new  cases  were  admitted  to  special 
schools  for  the  partially  deaf  and  1 case  was  discharged. 

The  Education  Committee’s  present  scheme  with  regard  to  special  schools 
for  deaf  children  is  a joint  one  with  Hampshire  and  Surrey.  Four  schools  are 
involved.  The  children  hrst  enter  Donnington  Lodge,  Newbury,  and  remain 
there  until  they  are  eight.  They  then  move  to  St.  Thomas’s  School,  Basingstoke , 
or  to  Portley  House  School,  Caterham,  Surrey,  where  they  stay  until  they  are 
twelve  years  of  age.  Then,  unless  accepted  at  the  Mary  Hare  Grammar  School, 
Newbury,  or  Burwood  Park  Technical  School  for  Boys  at  Walton-on-Thames, 
they  go  on  to  Nutheld  Priory  School,  Redhill,  Surrey,  where  they  remain  until 
they  are  sixteen  or  older. 

Nose  and  Throat  Conditions. 

Cases  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  considered  to  require  operative 
treatment  are  referred  to  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  specialists  at  general 
hospitals.  The  number  of  cases  referred  in  this  way  during  the  year  was  89, 
compared  with  107  in  the  previous  year,  and  94  in  1957.  Before  referring  a 
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case  to  hospital,  attention  is  paid  to  the  possibility  of  benefit  from  dental  or 
dietetic  measures,  and  the  advisability  of  a period  of  observation  is  considered 
in  all  cases. 


Speech. 

Children  found  at  periodic  medical  inspection  to  be  suffering  from  speech 
defects  requiring  treatment  are  referred  to  the  full-time  Speech  Therapists 
(of  which  there  are  three)  and  a few  cases  are  treated  at  King  Edward  VII 
Hospital,  Windsor.  A list  of  clinics  will  be  found  on  page  22. 


A total  of  373  children  made  5,102  attendances  at  clinics  during  the 
year,  and  there  were  161  new  cases.  In  the  previous  year  351  children  made 
a total  of  3,610  attendances  and  there  were  110  new  cases.

A total  of  351  cases  were  still  undergoing  treatment  or  under  observation 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  while  a further  96  cases  were  on  the  waiting  list  for 
examination  by  the  Speech  Therapists. 

One  child  was  receiving  education  in  a special  school  for  children  with 
speech  defects  during  the  year,  and  there  were  no  admissions  or  discharges.

Spastic  Paralysis. 

The  Authority’s  Spastic  Unit  was  continued  at  Markham  House, 
Wokingham.  Arrangements  for  regular  visits  by  a physiotherapist,  and  by  a 
Speech  Therapist,  were  maintained. 

Many  milder  cases  of  spastic  paralysis  attend  ordinary  schools,  and  these 
children  are  specially  examined  at  school  medical  inspection. 


Diseases  of  the  Heart. 

Children  suffering  from  heart  disease  which  does  not  prevent  their 
attendance  at  school  are  supervised  by  the  School  Medical  Officers.  Those 
unable  to  attend  school  are  visited  in  their  homes.  The  number  of  children 
with  a heart  condition  considered  to  require  treatment  during  1959  was  40. 

The  number  of  cases  of  acute  rheumatism  was  again  very  small.  The 
Special  Unit  for  research  into  Acute  Rheumatism  at  the  Canadian  Red  Cross 
Memorial  Hospital,  Taplow,  Buckinghamshire,  continued  its  work,  and  a 
number  of  Berkshire  children  were  admitted  during  the  year. 


Tuberculosis. 

There  were  20  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  school  children  notified 
during  1959.  A further  2 new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year.  The  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  year 
were  24  and  7 respectively.  The  maintenance  of  the  figure  for  pulmonary 
cases  is  due  to  a tendency  for  Chest  Physicians  to  find  more  cases  of  primary 
infection  in  children;  this  is  a condition  that  has  a very  high  recovery  rate  in 
children  of  school  age,  but  supervision  by  a chest  clinic  is  very  desirable.

Orthopaedic  Defects. 

Treatment  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Wingfield-Morris  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  Oxford. 

Clinics  are  held  at  the  following  centres: — 

Abingdon,  Warren  Hospital. 

Henley,  Southfield  Hall. 

Maidenhead,  The  Hospital. 

Newbury,  Greenham  House. 

Oxford,  Radcliffe  Infirmary.

A total  of  322  children  were  referred  for  treatment  at  these  clinics  during 
the  year.  In-patient  treatment  is  provided  at  the  Wingfield-Morris  Orthopaedic 
Hospital. 

Twelve  children  were  admitted  to  special  schools  and  5 children  were 
discharged  during  the  year. 

Statistical  details  will  be  found  in  Table  3 on  page  18. 


Epilepsy. 

Children  suffering  from  epilepsy  whose  condition  does  not  prevent  them 
from  attending  school  are  examined  each  year  as  “Specials”  at  medical 
inspection.  Those  who  are  unable  to  attend  school  are  supervised  in  their 
homes. 

During  the  year  72  children  suffering  from  epilepsy  were  examined.  There 
were  2 new  admissions  to  special  schools  for  epileptics  during  the  year  and 
3 children  were  discharged. 


Educationally  Sub-Normal  Children. 

Special  reference  is  made  to  this  category  of  children  in  the  introduction 
to  this  Report. 

School  Medical  Officers  holding  the  necessary  special  qualification  com- 
pleted 488  intelligence  tests  on  school  children  during  the  year,  compared 
with  350  in  the  previous  year. 
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Admissions  to  special  schools  for  educationally  sub-normal  children 
totalled  115  during  the  year  and  37  children  were  discharged. 

There  were  689  children  awaiting  special  educational  treatment  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  Of  these,  215  were  awaiting  vacancies  in  special  schools 
and  the  remaining  474  required  education  in  a special  class  in  an  ordinary 
school.  The  figures  for  1957  were  respectively  215  and  402;  and,  for  1958 
246  and  435. 


Mentally  Defective  Children. 

During  1959  a total  of  49  children  were  considered,  after  testing,  to  be 
so  mentally  sub-normal  as  to  make  it  necessary  to  report  them  to  the  local 
Health  Authority  under  Section  57  of  the  Education  Act,  1944.  The  numbers 
of  children  reported  to  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  each  of  the  last  three 
years  previous  to  1959  were  respectively  89,  74  and  93.  As  far  as  possible  a 
final  decision  to  report  a child  as  ineducable  is  deferred  until  the  child  is  seven; 
exceptions  are  only  made  to  this  rule  in  the  worst  cases. 


Maladjusted  Pupils. 

The  Berkshire  Child  Guidance  Clinics  were  formerly  provided  by  a Joint 
Committee  of  the  Berkshire  County  and  Reading  Borough  Education  Com- 
mittees, with  Headquarters  at  27,  Kidmore  Road,  Caversham,  Reading,  and  a 
branch  at  3,  Clare  Road,  Maidenhead,  but  in  1957  it  was  decided,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Education,  that  the  two  authorities  should  make 
their  own  separate  arrangements  for  this  service.  Clinics  are  now  held  at  the 
following  centres: — 

Abingdon:  Summerfield  Hostel. 

Caversham:  27,  Kidmore  Road. 

Faringdon,  Health  Centre. 

Maidenhead:  3,  Clare  Road. 

Newbury:  Greenham  House. 

Three  hostels  are  provided  at: — 

"Summerfield,”  Abingdon. 

Greenfield  House,  Maidenhead. 

Field  House,  Wokingham. 

The  Reading  Borough  Hostels  at  St.  Peters'  Hill  and  Whiteknights  Road 
are  also  used. 
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Detailed  statistics  of  the  work  carried  out  during  1959  will  be  found  in 
Table  5 on  page  21. 

Twenty-six  new  cases  were  admitted  to  special  schools  for  maladjusted 
children  during  the  year  and  6 cases  were  discharged. 


Nursery  Schools. 

These  schools  are  periodically  visited  by  the  School  Medical  Officers,  and 
the  children  in  attendance  are  medically  examined.  The  School  Nurses  assist 
at  these  inspections  and,  in  addition,  visit  each  school  once  a month  in  order 
to  make  a general  examination  of  each  child.  The  total  number  examined  by 
the  School  Medical  Officers  was  392,  including  “Specials." 


Special  Examinations. 

Special  arrangements  were  made  for  Medical  inspection  to  be  carried 
out  at;  (i)  Roysse's  School,  Abingdon;  (ii)  Holyport  Manor  School;  (iii)  Donning- 
ton  Lodge  Special  School  for  the  Deaf;  (iv)  Easthampstead  Park  Training 
College  for  Teachers;  (v)  St.  Gabriel’s  Convent  School,  Cold  Ash;  and

1959. 


The  staff  position  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  six  full  time  dental  officers, 
including  myself,  and  one  part  time  officer,  equivalent  to  2/11  of  the  time  of 
a full  time  dental  officer.  This  to  cope  with  over  50,000  school  children  and  in 
addition  the  "priority”  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  patients  is  an  impossible 
situation!  Ill  health  amongst  the  staff,  as  I have  said  in  previous  reports, 
created  a major  problem.  Mr.  Hicks  who  joined  the  staff  in  1954  retired  in 
September  on  the  grounds  of  ill  health  and  another  member  of  the  staff  has  been 
absent  some  seven  or  eight  months  and  is  unlikely  to  be  able  to  continue  as  a 
full  time  dental  officer.  There  have  also  been  other  absences,  owing  to  illness, 
of  shorter  duration.  We  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  part  time  services  of 
a private  practitioner,  Mr.  Petty,  from  April  to  December,  but  he  then  had  to 
resign  owing  to  pressure  of  work  in  his  private  practice.  I view  the  coming  year 
with  similar  pessimism  unless  there  are  some  radical  changes  in  the  prospects 
for  young  dental  surgeons  who  enter  the  Service.  Unless  it  can  be  made  a worth- 
while service  with  reasonable  prospects  of  promotion,  I do  not  see  how  we  are 
to  attract  young  people,  who  are  vital  to  our  well  being. 

The  new  clinic  at  Wokingham  is  a great  asset  and  I am  most  grateful  to 
the  authorities  for  bringing  it  into  being.  It  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  parents . 
Some  minor  troubles  caused  by  dampness  have  now  been  overcome.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  new  clinic  at  Didcot  will  shortly  be  ready.  I feel  it  is  by  having 
modern  up-to-date  clinics,  that  we  may  attract  young  dental  surgeons  into 
the  school  service,  as  they  do  not,  on  the  whole,  like  working  full  time  in  Mobile 
Units.  Good  use  has  been  made  of  the  Mobile  Units,  particularly  in  the 
Abingdon  Area. 

It  is  noticeable  how  much  more  dentally  conscious  both  children  and 
parents  are  now,  compared  with  a few  years  ago.  The  excellent  work  done  by 
private  practitioners  is  very  apparent,  especially  when  one  inspects  a secondary 
modem,  or  grammar  school. 

In  spite  of  all  the  short  comings  and  difficulties  a satisfactory  year’s  work 
had  been  done  by  our  staff  and  some  24,000  children  were  inspected  and  where 
necessary  offered  treatment.  I hope  that  1960  will  see  some  ray  of  hope  in 
coping  with  our  vast  task,  though  I am  not  very  sanguine  about  it. 

I should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  professional  staff,  clerical  staff, 
and  teaching  staffs,  for  their  help  and  co-operation,  which  is  so  vital  to  the 
successful  running  of  the  dental  service.
